Lord Goddard be- 
lieved that hanging was a 
deterrent, and he sometimes | 
took the opportunity to make 
this clear to his colleagues 
on the Bench and to the 
public. There is no evidence | 
that Lord Parker ‘shares his 
predecessor's view that there 
is some healing property in 
punishment. Once, when he 
wag sitti at an Asse, he 
was appalled when he’ heard 
that he would have two 
murder trials before him. 


Rights of the Individual 
All the same, if it turns 
out that Lord Parker differs 


from his predecessor on 
hanging and flogging, it will 
not be because he is a pas- 


sionate liberal and reformer; 
it will merely be because -he 
does not feel particulariy 
concerned. 


Hig interests lie elsewhere. 
If there is a clue to his at- 
titude to the law, it is to be 
found in the years he spent 
hrst during the war and 
then in 1945 te 1950 as 
Junior Counsel to the Treas- 
ury. During that time he 
learnt a great deal about the 
ways of bureaucracy, and as 
a result most lawyers feel 
that be is more aware than 
any Lord Chief Justice in 
recent times of the necessity 
of guarding the rights of the 
individual against the State. 

If that is so, Lord Parker 
will certainly agree with the 
famoug opinion expressed by 
Lord Atkin in 1942.
